It is therefore rec- 
ommended, and particularly urged, 
that we re-appraise our personnel 
policies, and that we keep in mind 
that the majority of recruits have 
liked the impression of library work 
that they received in small public or 
school libraries, and consider whether 
the greater informality and lesser 
amount of monotony of work in 
small libraries might not offer sig-
